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Subway Strikers in New York 


Reject Suggestions of 


Labor Federation 


NEW MEN PUT TO WORK 


'Minnesota Business Men Try- 


ing to Avert Strike on the 


Great Northern. 


New York, May 13.—Pending the 


arbitration of their grievances most 
of the 6,000 strikers returned to work 
on the subway today. Twelve hun- 
dred members of one union of the 
rock men and excavators refused to 
obey the instructions o£ their presi- 
dent to return to work. Their reason 
was that if they did so they would be 
assessed 
for the support o£ other 


members of their union who are on a 
strike from various buildings. 


The team drivers' union voted to 


resume work in the subway and 
await arbitration. 


John B. McDonald, contractor for 


the subway, said: 


"I have heard that the laborers at 


meetings of their unions this morn- 
ing have voted not to return, to work. 
lu taking this action they reject tho 
proposition for arbitration, 
as in- 


dorsed by 
the Central Federated 


union. The question of arbitration, 
therefore, ceases to be ah issue. Con- 
ferences are at an end. Work has 
been resumed on the rapid transit 
road today and it will only be a very 
few days before the places of every 
man who is on strike will be filled 
by men willing to work under the 
conditions that prevailed before the 
strike."

renz, the Austrian surgeon, in the 
treatment of congenital hip disease 
and clubfeet furnished the feature of 
general interest at the meetings o£ 
the American Surgical and Orthope- 
dic associations. 
To the surgical as- 


sociation the case of Charles Willett, 
operated upon last November by Dr. 
Lorenz for clubfeet, was presented.

The question of tunnels and viaducts over 


and across the right-of-ways of the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne and Chicago Railway coai- 
paiiy and the Wabash company is one of 
great importune*. Conference after con- 
ference has been held with the respective 
companies, with the view of adjusting the 
matter, but no agreement has erer been 
reached. 


The city has passed an ordinance requir- 


ing tho Pennsylvania company to construct 
and maintain a tunnel on Walton avenue, 
under its right-of-way. The company is 
given a time limit in which to commence 
and complete the work, and if it does not 
comply with the order to build, the only 
remedy is for the city to bring an action 
against the company to enforce the order. 


The city made an effort in the last legis- 


lature to secure legislation that would have 
simplified the tunnel matter, but because 
of the opposition of the railroads to the 
legislation, the efforts were of no avail: 
bonce, in dealing with the proposition, you 
will have to be governed by the law as it 
now is. But let me say to you in all sin- 
cerity, that the council must meet the ques- 
tion in some way, if as a body It expects to 
satisfy the demands of the people. This 
question is exclusively within the jurisdic- 
tion of the council, and the councilmen, 
especially those south of the railroad, will 
be urged to do something by the people 


neceistry. to ouJte ui extra levy, ic order i 
to be able to pay the city's part of suci j 
streets, that the property «waera were will- 
ing to pare. But this suggestion was sot j 
followed, bat refused by the council. Later i 
the demasds and the nece«sity for peTeraeats ! 
were so urgent that the comptroller coc- j 
serted to an additional appropriation of j 
$16.000 out of the general fund, in order ! 
to pave such streets ts were 
useless without pavement. la paving and j 
Improving streets and alleys, the expecs: { 
of maintaining aal cleaning the same, in-1 
creases from yesr to year, and in making 
jour annual tsr levy it is ior you to tee that 
suHcient means are provided for that pur- 
pose. 


As to street improvemeots. I urge upon 


this council what I urged upon the pist 
council, aud that is that it provide meanj 
to pay the city's portion of street improve- 
ments demanded by the p«j>!e. Nothing, so 
recommends a city a$ good streets, aud as 
long as the people are willing and demand- 
ing them, it is jrour duty to do your part. 
There arc many streets in the outside wards 
that the property owners are demanding 
paved, aud tho cross streets in the v.-ejt cad 
of the city ought to be paved. 
IP. doing 


this, the saving to the city in street cleis- 
ing will nearly be enough to pay the city's 
portion in paving such cross streets. 


The permanent location of a wholesale 


market upon city property and the erection 
of a market building or the placing of au 
ornamental root over the present retail mar- 
ket is a matter not of such great import- 
ance, yet it must receive your considera- 
tion. The previous council has made a tax 
levy of one-quarter of a cent per hundred 
for that purpose, with a view of gradually 
acquiring money enough to erect the roof

MAYOR'S MESSAGE, 


Gentlemen: 
It is customary for the 


mayor upon the beginning of any council- 
manic year to briefly acquaint the new 
members with the general character of 


whom they represent. 


Another question of equal Importance, 


and one that is being discussed in the homes, 
In the streets and by the public press, is 
that of granting a "limited franchise" to 
the general electric corporation. The coun- 
cil and the board of public works have been 
accused and criticized by the public press 
because it was said that they shirked the 
responsibility of granting a franchise to a 
home company for the purpose of lighting 
this city; it is said by others that the people 
repudiated the democrats in the last elec- 
tion because they feared that the council- 
men nominated were pledged to 
defeat 


municipal ownership. This entire question 
is now before you, or will be before you, 
perhaps at the next meeting. Some three 
years ag*o this council voted in favor of the 
city building and operating Its own lighting 
plant. Since then it has set aside out of a 
total tax levy of !1.00 7i per cent, for that 
purpose, and at the present time the city 
has in the electric light funds something 
llko $44.000, Since then the board of pub- 
lic works has been asked by the 
Tenney 


Eloctrlo Light company, and Its successor, 
to grant it a franchise for lighting pur- 
poses, as a substitute for the proposltijn 
that wan submitted by me somo time ago, 
tending towards the purchase of a plant.

Much discontent prevails on account of 


tho gas supply last winter. It is contended 
by tho gas company that th« supply of nat- 
ural gas has so decreased that it is im- 
possible for it to comply with the terms of 
the ordinance, which in effect is that it 
will furnish gas in sufficient quantities to 
all the consumers. The council, to act in- 
telligently, proceeded to investigate the 
matter of supply, preparatory to an equit- 
able solution of the question. Upon instruc- 
tions of the council, litigation'was instituted 
to prevent the gas company from shutting 
oil' any consumers that would refuse to sign 
a new contract, and this litigation is now 
ponding. If, as the company claims, the 
upply of natural gas is failing, this litiga- 
lon, if successful, will not relieve the situa- 
ion, tot can only result in compelling the 
c:nr-a:iy. to furnish all consumers alike, 
without giving to any one a sufficient supply, 
t is now for you to take up this matter, 
where the other council left off, but I want 
o say to you, that this question must be- 
ettled, and the people will look to you to 
ive them a sufficient supply of gas, or they 
will want to know the reason why it is not 


one. 
The question of water supply has been 


:he principal issue in this campaign. 
Charges of all kinds' and character have 
been made as to the supply and quality of 
water. Without going into the discussion 
of this question, I want to say that I be- 
ieve the "question of supply" has been 
settled for the present; this is proven by 
the fact that since the installation of the 
new six million gallon pump at station No. 
2, west side, the old station has not been 
in use, but all water has been delivered 
)y the'w^st side station. In justice to the 
retiring trustees, and to refute the accusa- 
tions made, 1 wish to say that both stations 
havo now a pumping capacity of fifteen 
million gallons per day, and that during the 
last eighteen months not one drop of canal 
water has entered the city's mains. What 
the people are getting today is pure rock 
well water, and if tho quality is not of a 
desired standard, it is up to the present 
board to sco that it is made so. 


Another important matter is the present 


condition of the reservoir, and to that I 
called tho attention of the previous council, 
as well as tho waterworks board. That it 
must be maintained is self-evident. 
Tor 


years the physical condition of the basin 
has been getting worse, until at tho present 
time its safety is threatened every time 
the water in it gets low. Large expense 
attending the purchase of a new pump in 
station No. 2, and the new well connec- 
tions at that place, the installation of the 
new engine, and air lift at station No. 1. 
prevented tho department from making tho 
repairs of the reservoir last year. In my 
judgment the board of waterworks trustees 
should act in the matter as promptly as it 
is in its prwer to do so.
